{y ears ago a reporter on a small paper 
At Pittson, Pa. 
He took an active in­ 
terest in local politics there and ulti­ 
mately got a good position in Washing­ 
ton, D. C. 
He never was naturalized 
« s an American citizen. 
It is said that 
>there is a venerable and unsatisfied 
judgment 
standing 
against him at 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., for $20, the amount 
of a store bill contracted in his poverty - 
ctricken reportorial day s.

T h e latest method of identify ing 
prisoners which has been introduced 
into France by M. Alphonse Rertillion, 
and which is now successfully practiced 
not only in the chief French prisons, 
but in Russia and Japan as well, is the 
ex act measurement of the prisoner on 
his arrival at the jail. 
His waist, tho 
length and width of the head, the left 
middle finger, the left foot, the out­ 
stretched arms, the three other fingers 
of the left hand, the left arm from the 
elbow to the wrist, and tho length and 
width of the ear are measured, and the 
color of the ey es and any particularities 
are noted down*. 
A photograph is also 
immediately taken, and by those means 
tlio many mistakes which have been 
made by trusting to a photograph only 
are avoided. 


T h e testimony in a $5,000 breach-of- 
promise suit of Miss Jennie Davenport, 
of Bloomingdale, N. J., against Louis 
Ry erson, throws considerable light on 
the art of kissing by telegraph. Jen­ 
nie, who was employ ed as a companion 
to y oung Ry erson’s mother, occupied 
j 
the room immediately above tiie y oung 
man, and the two constructed a 
tele­ 
graph line, a cord answering for the 
•short circuit. 
A tiny bell was attached 
to each end. 
The tingling of the bell 
was used to represent a kiss, and when 
they bade each other good night the 
bells rattled for hours at a time.

An interesting operation of flesh-

.workman had his foot scorched by 


molten iron, and tho skin w y destroy ed 
over a surface of about eight inches by 
four. 
Dr. Dubousq uot took four strips 
of flesh from the thigh of a y oung man 
and four from a frog and transferred 
thorn to tho wound. 
By great care tho 
wound healed in a few day s. 
The 
cicatrice obtained by the frog’s skin was 
soft, elastic, and inodorous; that from 
human flesh was a little strained, harder, 
and produced irritation on some points. 
The patient has now been able to re­ 
sume his occupation. 
The result of the 
operation is of great importance in 
showing the snperiority of frog skin, 
while on the other hand human flesh is 
not alway s to be had in sufficient q uan­ 
tities for burns or wounds of any size, 
and the dissection of strips is very 
painful. 
. 


I t was a q ueer-looking thing that 
rested on a Philadelphia jeweler’s case. 
It was a small nickel-plated pan two 
inches deep and six in diameter. 
On 
top was an inverted coffee cup made of 
ground 
glass, 
around 
which were 
painted in big black Arabic figures the 
numerals from 1 to 12, and between 
them the gauging* of a clock dial. 
A 
little indicator like a clock hand was 
attached to tho side of the pan and 
formed to the shape of the coffee cup 
or cathedral dome. 
The coffee cup was 
illuminated and there came from within 
a merry ticking sound.

revolves with the mechanism and the 
indicator stands still. The illumination 
comes from ,a little lamp inside the 
dome that consumes a penny ’s worth 
of oil burning all night. 
The time of 
night, or day , for it may be used with­ 
out the lamp, can alway s be seen at a 
glance. 
A simple attachment fits over 
the coffee cup dial, to use for giving 
medicine. 
It is a little indicator placed 
on the minute for nex t giving medicine 
and moves around with the dial to tho 
pointing hand. 
Tho clock will never 
be popular with gentlemen who are 
interested in “lodge” and “club” meet­ 
ings. 


“T h e present Amir of Afghanistan,” 
say s tho London 
S ta n d a rd , 
“is a most 
energetic ruler. 
Since Abdurrahman 
ascended tho throne, and especially 
since wo met tho Viceroy at Rawal 
Pindi, civilization has wonderfully ad­ 
vanced in Afghanistan.

and the Amir looks carefully into each 
case.

Some writers

in this way : 
A full blood is one in 
whose veins there is no mix ture or stain 
of any other blood but the Spanish, 
while a thoroughbred is all that and 
something more, 
A sheep may fee full 
blood (pure blood would be a better 
term) and y et be so deficient in form or 
fleece as to be unfit for a breeder. But 
a thoroughbred is the outcome of a long 
line of ancestors which, beginning with 
pure blood, have Wen so eonsumately 
molded by man to a special purpose 
that this last finished product is. so to 
speak, incapable of begetting or bear­ 
ing a progeny different from itself. 
While these ought to be and with 
accurate men are tlie definitions of two 
terms in constant usuage, they are not. 
and are constantly misapplied. 
All 
lions, all tigers, all animals in a state 
of nature are full bloods, avorag<vty pes 
of their respective races; but not all of 


them are thoroughbreds; that is, not 
all of them are so even in all their 
q ualities, and not so sound in their con­ 
stitutions, as to be able to produce 
progeny up to the race standard; they 
are weeded out by natural selection; 
they are ill-formed, or weak, or lacking 
in cunning, and they perish in the 
struggle of life, leaving the best indi­ 
viduals behind to perpetuate the race. 
Under a state of domestication, in which 
man seeks to preserve all the indi­ 
viduals, good and poor, he must him­ 
self conduct tho selection of his breed­ 
ers.—America n A g ricu ltu rist 
. 


Ages of Animals* 
The ages of different animals are 
stated by M o n iteu r d e la Ch a sse 
to 
run as below: 
Among tho long-lived animals the 
elephant holds the first placo. 
At the 
defeat of the Indian Prince Poues, on 
elephant was captured, to whom the 
victor gave the name of Ajax , together 
with his liberty . 
A metallic plate was 
securely fastened to the neck of the 
creature, with the date of his capture 
and liberation deeply engraved upon it, 
and he was recaptured 354 y ears after­ 
ward. 
According to William Lennox , the 
naturalist, the bear lives 20 y ears, and 
the wolf and the dog often attain to tho 
same age. 
The fox lives to 14 or 15. 
Lions live to a great age, over 60. 
The average of the cat is 14, and the 
sq uirrel and European liores 7 or 8 
y ears. 
Hogs are q uoted that 30 y ears, while 
the rhinoceros does not live bey ond 20. 
The average age of a horse is be­ 
tween 20 and 25, though one is q uoted 
as having lived to be 62. 
The camel has been known to reach 
100, and tho stag (red deer) 36 y ears. 
The average ago of sheep is 10 y ears, 
and of bovines 15. 
Among birds the swan lives longest, 
reaching to 300 y ears. 
Malleston, an 
English author, has the skeleton of a 
swan that lived 290. 
Kelener, in his natural history , men­ 
tions having seen several very aged 
falcons, among them one that was 162 
y ears old. 
The Kamo author adds that 
the longevity of the vultures, of crows, 
and eagles is very ex traordinary ; that 
in 18 19 a sea eagle died which had been 
captured in 1715, thus living 104 y ears. 
The Imperial Menagerie at Vienna 
lost in 18 24 a white-headed vulture 
which had been captured in 1706, 
having thus lived in captivity 118 y ears. 
In the island of Lalande, Denmark, 
a roy al eagle was captured in 18 8 1. 
It 
had been captured in 1792 and imme­ 
diately liberated with a ring bearing 
the date on its leg. 
Parrots live a century , and many 
aq uatic birds survive several genera­ 
tions of the human race. 
In March, 18 8 2, a crow was killed 
near Metz which was hatched at Con- 
tray in 178 2. 
The magpie will live from 20 to 25 
y ears in captivity , and probably much 
longer at liberty . 
Tlio y ears of a domestic cock are 15; 
of a turkey , 16; (he pheasant, 15; 
pigeons, 
10, and the small singing 
birds from 8 to 18 y ears. 
Home-bred canaries may live from 
12 to 15 y ears, but to a greater age in 
the Canary Islands. 
The longevity of fishes is something 
wonderful, Cuvier, that great authority , 
assigning 1,000 y ears to the whale. 
Pike and carp, as is well known, at­ 
tain to a vast age. 
In 1230 a pike was 
taken in Lake Bakinget and released 
with a gold ring bearing the date; it 
was retaken in 1492, in the reign of 
Frederick II. 
The seal will live a cen­ 
tury , and a tortoise has been known to 
reach 107 y ears. 
Serpents also attain 
to a great age. 


Memory in His Fingers. 
One of the most remarkable instances 
of a retentive memory known is that of 
William Wilhite, colored, a resident of 
the county poor-house. 
Bill is blind 
and has been since boy hood, caused by 
the enlargement of the forehead, al­ 
most covering up his ey es. 
He is bet­ 
ter known as Blind Bill, and makes bis 
semi-annual visit to Lex ington to see 
the town. 
He can, without a single 
mistake, tell each and every one who 
has lived at the poor-house during his 
long term there, covering more than 
twelve y ears. 
Their names, the date of 
their arrival, giving the day of the 
month and y ear. 
He can tell y ou the 
number of deaths that have occurred, 
the cause, also the date and dav of 
death. 
He knows the streets of Lex ­ 
ington—and many of them are high, 
rough, and have a number of steps and 
terraces—better than many who have 
lived here longer, and with his long 
cane needs no other guide to go and 
come when he pleases. 
But the most 
remarkable thing about Bill is his sense 
of touch. 
He can tell every one who 
has lived here any length of time by 
taking hold of the hr hand in his and 
feeling for the various marks of his dif­ 
ferent acq uaintances. 
He recognizes 
some by a wart, a mole, or a scar, or 
perhaps some enlargement of the finger 
joint 
Mr. Frank Mattox , a citizen of 
the county , who lives twenty miles in 
one direction from town and Blind Bill 
seven in the other, happened to meet 
him. 
Said Mr. Mattox to some one 
standing by : 
“Bill has net felt o! my hand in ten 
vears. 
I wonder if he will know- me 
now?” 
“Yes, see,’* said many . 
Bill was directed to him, and, taking 
hold of his hand, he began feeling it all 
over, and said ho:

THE NEGRO’S BLACKNESS. 


Reason« Oftrtri ft» the Color of the 
African*« Skin* 
Mr. Mattieu Williams in his “Science 
Notes” in the 
Gen tlema n 's Ma g a zin e 
say s this q uestion has puzzled all the 
phy siologists who have given it any 
amount of thought 
Not only are 
human beings block or dark in hot 
climates, but other resembling animals 
vary in like manner. 
Pigs are usually 
(as far as I have seen) invariably black 
in hot climates. 
Blumenbach included 
this variation among the resemblances 
of pigs to ourselves. If we ex pose two 
surfaces similar in all respects but color 
to the glare of the sun, the black be­ 
comes the hotter and other colors grad­ 
uate according to their degrees of dark­ 
ness on to white which is the least 
heated. 
Franklin’s celebrated ex peri­ 
ment of placing pieces of differently 
colored cloth on tho snow while the 
sun was shining and observing the 
depths to which they respectively sunk 
in the snow illustrates this very strik­ 
ingly . 
According to this a black skin should 
be specially unfit for enduring the 
fierce radiation of tho tropical sun. 
Many speculations, some far-fetched 
and pedantic, have been offered to ac­ 
count for this apparent paradox ; but 
the only satisfactory one I have met 
with was suggested lately by a corre­ 
spondent to 
Na tu re. He states good 
reasons for believing that the penetra­ 
tion of light through the skin to tho in­ 
ternal organs of the body is injurious, 
and he further suggests that such pen­ 
etration may occur to a considerable 
ex tent unless special provision is made 
against it. 
One of my schoolboy ex ­ 
periments was to shut my self up in a 
windowless storeroom, the side of which 
was freely ex posed to the sun, and then 
place my hand over the key hole or 
crevice of the door. 
Sufficient light 
passed through to illuminate my hand, 
especially tho fingers, and show therein 
the position of the bones. 
I have not 
repeated it since my band has become 
full-grown and therefore cannot say 
whether it is still as translucent as 
then. 
It has lately been proposed to 
ex amine the stomach by causing the 
patient to swallow an electric lamp, 
which will illuminate it sufficiently to 
show something of its condition through 
the integuments. 
I say proposed, but 
suspect that the lamp is too hot. 
The 
carbon lay er in the rete mucosum of 
the negro, being opaq ue 
like other 
forms of carbon, must form an effectual 
veil and thus protect that most impor­ 
tant organ below, the cutis vera, or 
truo skin, a bodily envelope of vaccular 
tissue, presenting a vast surface of cir­ 
culating blood, which is certainly sub­ 
ject to brilliant illumination wlien only 
protected from sunlight by tho thin 
translucent cuticule. 
We know that sunlight has consider­ 
able chemical energy and also that sun­ 
stroke, to which light-complex ioned 
people are especially liable, is more 
dependent on light than on mere tem­ 
perature ; and such being the case, tho 
value of an effective veil or screen ex ­ 
tending over the whole body may be 
very great, even though accompanied 
with considerable absorption of beat 
and roasting of the cuticule, which is 
itself insensible. 
The shading effect of 
the blackness is, in fact, due to the con­ 
version of light into heat. 


Rocks from the Sky * 
Meteoric stones, in single masses and 
in 
showers, have fallen 
from 
the 
atmosphere at various, and in many 
cases uncertain, periods, throughout- 
the world. 
The largest of these me­ 
teoric bodies known until the past few 
y ears is in the province of Tucuman, in 
South America, in the midst of an ex ­ 
tensive plain. 
It weighs 30,000 pounds. 
A mass in the Imperial Cabinet, in 
Vienna, was brought from A gram, in 
Civatia, where it fell in 1751. 
It was 
seen by the inhabitants while falling 
from the air, and is said to have ap­ 
peared like a globe of fire. 
Professor 
Pallas, in his travels in Siberia, found 
a mass in the mountains of Kemir, 
weighing 1,68 0 pounds, which the in­ 
habitants told him fell from the sky . 
About 150 miles from Bahia, in Brazil, 
is a mass of cry staline tincture weighing 
14,000 pounds. 
There is a specimen in 
a cabinet at New Haven, Conn., weigh­ 
ing 3,000 pounds, which was brought- 
from the Red River Valley , in Louisi­ 
ana. 
The largest meteor now known 
descended on a farm in the Township 
>f Clay sville, Pa., last summer. 
A 
number of weeks after the a rolite was 
seen to fall, it was discovered bv Pro­ 
fessor Emerick, of William and Mary 
College. 
It was ly ing when found, at 
the* base of a high hill, and was deeply 
embedded in the soil, and almost con­ 
cealed from view by the dead leaves, 
the wind had blown over it. 
It re- 
q uir A three men several Javs to un­ 
earth the monster. 
It had penetrated 
the earth until it came in contact with 
a stratum of limestone, when this sud­ 
den check of its fearful velocity caused 
! it to break in many pieces- of all sizes, 
and shapes; y et when the earth was re­ 
moved from around it, it still preserved 
its original shape, so that the Professor 
was.enabled to have a photograph made 
of it, and it only fell to pieces when the 
specimen-lmnters tackled it. 
Its orig­ 
inal weight was estimated at 200 tons.

French Baby Show. 
From a friend in Paris we have re­ 
lieved an official programme of the 
Universal Congress of Habies held in 
Paris, France, last spring. It was or­ 
ganized under the patronage of govern­ 
ment officials, physicians, artists, and 
many societies devoted to the protec­ 
tion of infancy. Children from one year 
to five were admitted without distinc­ 
tion of nationality or birth. A prize of 
about $ 200 was offered for the most 
beautiful infant, another of less value 
for the most robust, and other prizes 
were offered for those parents or nurses 
who had some new, valuable sugges­ 
tions to offer relating to the care and 
bringing up of children. 
Each child 
was submitted to an examination under 
the keen eyes of artists and physicians, 
and to each was accorded a certain 
number of points, just as the judges in 
a dog show look over the animals 
brought to them. 
Fro m an eye o bserv er who sent a 
co mmunicatio n to 
Ba b yh o o d 
we quo te 
as fo llo ws: “To a lo ng wo o den hall, 
o r Casino as it is ambitio usly called, 
the do zens o f pro ud parents daily bring 
their tiny candidates fo r the ho no r o f 
medals and mentio n, and there they sit 
waiting until the phy sicians, artists, 
and members o f the city go v ernment 
shall fo rm a jury ready to pro no unce 
uj o n each little o ne. 
No thing is mo re 
amusing than to stro ll thro ugh this 
hall. 
The heat is quite pheno menal 
fo r a Parisian public place, and is all 
the mo re necessary because the babies, 
male and female, are submitted quite 
nude to the inspectio n o f the jury . 
As 
the parents arriv e, the husband pro ud­ 
ly bears the undressed baby in his arms 
to a great table o n which it is po sed 
befo re the juro rs. 
Little girl babies 
usually giv e the jury but small tro uble, 
bat the bo y s are mo re aggressiv e, 


One beneficial result of this congress 
was that physicians were able to point 
out to expectant parents defects which 
had been overlooked, and which ought 
early to be discovered and provided 
for. 
Parents who thought their babies 
were fit for a prize were instructed by 
physicians that the babies had umbili­ 
cal hernia, rickets, paralyzed muscles, 
deformities of the bones, or other de­ 
fects, the early recognition of which 
made it possible to remedy them. Many 
of the children offered were ruled out 
as not admissible on account of such 
defects, and of course only those physi­ 
cally perfect and artistically beautiful 
gained high points in prizes. 
We should not be at all surprised to 
hear that there was much dissatisfac­ 
tion and bickering among the exhibit­ 
ors, as is usual at one of our dog shows. 
But certainly it is a very useful feature 
of the affair that parents were made to 
see the imperfections in their own 
children, and furthermore it resulted 
in dissemination among parents and 
nurses of a considerable amount of 
valuable information on the subject of 
liow to raise prize babies. If such com­ 
petitions could become as general as 
dog shows, a vast amount of work 
could l>e accomplished by them. Some 
such stimulus is needed to improve the 
hygiene of infancy.— Dr.Fo o te's Hea lth 
Mo n th ly.

Letters and Numbers. 
The Greeks used the letters of the 
alphabet for numerals. 
The cumber­ 
some system used by the Homans, and 
called after them, consisted of strokes 
(I-II-III-IIH ) to indicate the four 
fingers, and two strokes joined (V) to 
represent the hand, or five fingers. 
Ten was a picture of two hands, or 
two V's (X). 
But when the Homans 
and Greeks worked at the higher 
mathematics, or attempted hard sums 
in 
arithmetic, they are much more 
likely to have used letters, in order to 
avoid the clumsiness of these numer­ 
als; in other words, they used what 
looked like a kind of algebra. 
We 
know that they tried to simplify the 
Homan numerals at Home by making 
four and nine with three strokes in­ 
stead of four, by placing an I before 
the V, and an I before the X (IY and 
IX), 
Our use of the numerals which we 
call “ Arabic” is comparatively recent, 
and it is believed that the Arabs got 
these numbers from India several cen­ 
turies after the Koran was written, or 
about eight hundred years after Christ. 
Whether the Indian numerals were 
originally part of some ancient alpha­ 
bet, or a series of shortened signs orig­ 
inally somewhat like the Homan num­ 
erals that we still use, is not really 
decided. 
The numbers used by the peoples of 
India who wrote in Sanskrit were very 
like the figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
and 0, that we use to-day. 
Even closer 
resemblances will be found if one goes 
back to the earliest forms of our num­ 
erals; for, during the last thousand 
years, our numbers have undergone 
some slight changes. 
Together with 
these numerals, the Arabs learned from 
India how to do sums by algebra. 
For 
algebra, though an Arabic word, is a 
science of which the Arabs were ignor­ 
ant before they reached India. 
It may be said that the invention of 
these numerals and of algebra for the 
higher mathematics stamps the old 
Hindoos as one of the most wonderful 
races of the world.—Hen ry Eckfo rd, 
in S t. Nich o la s.

Ind ia na p o lis, Ind., Jan. S.—The senate, 
before adjournm ent Thursday, passed a reso­ 
lution to meet with the houso Frida v fo I;.,t *11 
to the gov ernor’s message 
A r y i n , how­ 
ev er, reached the ears of the Democrats that 
the Republicans haul arranged a coup d’etat 
on the occasion of the joint meeting, and 
conseq uently, no sooner had the senate as­ 
sembled Friday than the resolution referred 
to was rescinded. 
This action was tak en by 
a strict p arty v ote, whereupon the gov ernor’s 
message was read to the senate. 
The Repub­ 
licans v igorously protested against the pro­ 
ceedings as an insult to the gov ernor and a 
rank affront to tho co-ordinate branch of the 
legislature, but of course to no av ail. 
The 
m ajority refused to yield a single point, and 
the thoroughly bulldozed Republicans listened 
to tho reading of the gubernatorial message 
in sullen silence. 
While those proceedings were tak ing place 
in the senate the Republican m aj >riLy in tho 
chamber a t tho other side of tho capitol were 
dancing a p arliam entary war-danco, so to 
speak , upon the p rostrate forms of their 
Democratic adv ersaries, 
The house had 
scarcely lieon called to order when tho com­ 
mittee on rules appointed submitted a code 
of rules almost identical 
ill substance and 
effect with those prev iously adopted in the 
senate ov t t i " protests of tho Republican 
minority of that body. 
Tho resolution can- 
bodying tho rules was oil* u*ed by Ruck les, of 
Delaware, who mov ed tho prev ious q uestion. 
Pending its second by the house, Jew ett, tho 
Democratic leader, mov ed that wh*a the 
house adjourn it bo until Mon lay afternoon. 
The » ■¡» iak or 
ruled the 
motion out of 
order. 
Jew ett 
appealed from thin 
rul­ 
ing, but the house .sustained the chair 
by a p arty v ote. 
A fierce wrangle ensued, 
the Democrats attem p ting filibustering tac­ 
tics in order to prev ent or delay the adop t,.oh 
of Aho rules, but were sq uelched by the 
i*nv r. u'iiA l i f o r n l l v hflinninml 
t h e m into 
speak er, who literally hammered them 
submission. The rules as read were not audi­ 
ble to a dozen members of the house, and 
Jew ett and other Democrats sought to hav e 
them read again for information. 
A motion 
to that effect was made, ruled out of order, 
and on an appeal from tho speak er's ruling 
he was sustained by a strict p arty v ote. 
Jew ett tried to mak e a motion, but the 
speak er suid he was too late, whereupon Jew ­ 
ett retorted: “ We will always be too late for 
you to recognize members of the m inority.” 
The rule« Nv ere thereupon adopted under the 
prev ious q uestion by a p arty v ote. 
Under the rules of both houses as the}' now 
stand the m ajority in either can k ick out any 
num ber of members of tiio m inority at a mo­ 
m ent’s notice without any debate w hatev er 
or any form ality sav e a roll-call. 
W hich­ 
ev er house first resorts to such tactics, the 
other will at once follow suit, and confusion 
worse confounded will be the order of tho 
day. 
W hen the house had disposed of tho m atter 
of rules, and expectanoy sat on ev ery face in 
the crowded galleries, as well us on the 
floor, an 
emissary 
from the 
gov ernor 
presented 
himself 
with 
the 
message. 
The Republicans had just learned of the 
senate’s action in declining to meet with the 
house in joint session, and their indignation 
took the form of v arious motions, one of 
which was to notify the senate that the 
house was aw aiting its arriv al for the p ur­ 
pose of listening to the mossago. 
T lv ; was 
defeated, and the house ad journed u 
!> 
ernoon without disposing of tho matt 
When the house reassembled the q o tion 
of the disjiosition to be made of the gov ern­ 
or’s message recurred, and, after a tiresome 
sq uabble, it was v oted to lay tho document 
011 the table w ithout reading, and order it 
p rinted 
The speak er announced that in conformity 
to law he would on Monday, a t 10 a.m ., 
open and publish the returns of the election 
for lieutenant gov ernor in the presence of 
the two houses. 
A resolution was passed in­ 
v iting the senate to be p resent a t that 
hour. 
This resolution was conv eyed to the senate, 
by which body it was prom p tly laid on the 
table by the usual strict p arty v ote. 
The 
senate bad prev iously v oted that when it 
adjourned for the day it be until Tuesday a t 
10:30 a. m. 
This action was then tak en ov er 
the protest of the Republicans, who claimed 
that it was in v iolation of the constitutional 
inhibition of the adjournm ent of either 
house for more than three days without the 
consent of the other. 
President Sm ith, 
howev er, ruled that Sunday did not con­ 
stitute a day in legal contemplation, which 
was directly contrary to a ruling on the same 
point made by him Thursday. 
The senate, 
after tabling the message from the house, 
adopted a resolution to the effect that under 
tha laws of the state no election of lieutenant 
gov ernor can legally be held except ev ery 
four years, beginning w ith 18 54, and that 
therefore there was no v acancy in that office 
a t or p rior to the last Nov ember election, for 
which reason the senate declines to witness 
any count of any “ pretended” v ote for lieu­ 
tenant gov ernor cast in the year 18 8 5. 
This 
was carried under the prev ious q uestion by a 
p arty v ote, whereupon the senate adjourned. 
Gov ernor 
G ray’s 
biennial 
message is 
lengthy, rev iewing the financial condition of 
the state and showing a total indebtedness 
of $6,006,008 .34, of which am ount $1,701, 
8 35 is foreign debt and $4,304,78 3.22 is do- 


tentiary conv ict, notw ithstanding the offense 
for which be was conv icted was not a grav e 
one. 
It is cruel to v isit such a terrible pun­ 
ishment for a slight offense. 
A punishm ent 
that ends only with death and a punishm ent 
that depriv es the young and first offender of 
obtaining honorable em ploym ent and the 
association of rep utable persons is a disgrace 
to Christian civ ilisation, a raocW y of the 
adm inistration of justice, and a sad com­ 
m entary upon statesm anship.” On the q ues­ 
tion of labor and the laboring classes the mes- 
sagj says: “ The aggregation of indiv idual 
wealth in v arious combinations of power, 
the combination of m anufacturing mon­ 
opolies 
and 
the 
organization 
of 
coal mines and other syndicates with the rail­ 
road companies are subjects that should re­ 


v iv e your careful consideration. 
All these 
combinations of cap ital and corp orate power 
mo organized for tho purpose of forcing up 
th i prices of commodities and the necessaries 
oi life, and of controlling the wages of labor 
to the serious detrim ent of the pooplo and op­ 
press ionof the laboring class« » .” 
He there­ 
fore recommends the enactm ent of such laws 
as will protect tho ju tt rights of the laboring 
classes against a combination of cap ital and 
corp orate power and secure the p rom p t ami 
full p aym ent of their wages and giv e relief 
from competition with conv ict contract la­ 
bor.

Tha hall was elaborately decorated 
and about 200 guests sat down to an excellent 
menu. 
Hon. T. E. Powell was m aster of 
tonsls. 
Hon. Allen G. Thurm an responded 
to the toast—“The Union, the Common H e r ­ 
itage of the People.” 
Mr. Thurm an said the 
meeting wus called for the purpose of bring­ 
ing about unity of sentim ent and action and 
to gather inspiration from the teaching» of 
Jack son. Tho Union was stronger to-day 
than it cv *r was ixforo, but it m ust not be 
utipp* ted that tho dangers were all passed. In 
another hundred years there would bo 
a pop­ 
ulation of .*50o,ii0» ),0<J0 in this country, and it 
would te difficult to say how great the popu­ 
lation would In when two or three centuries 
had rolled aw ay.

The procession , composed of the choir, 
largely au gmen ted for the occasion ; the 
clergy of Trin ity parish; Bishops Doan e, of 
Alban y ; Coxe,of W estern New York; Bed ell, 
of Ohio, an d fin ally , d irectly in ad van ce of 
the casket, Dra Swope, of Trin ity chapel, 
an d Dix, rector of Trin ity parish.

open in g upon us—an era wh ich prom 
ises much to th e people; for public 
measures must n ow stan d upon th eir 
own merits, an d n efarious projects can 
n o lon ger be supported by a n ame.

An oth er 
writer accused Wash in gton of h y poc­ 
risy , an d, in fact, all th e opposition 
n ewspapers den oun ced h im in un meas­ 
ured terms.

Th e n ex t 
day th e bride is taken to th e bride­ 
groom’s h ouse in a sedan ch air, with a 
retin ue of slav es carry in g h er weddin g 
presen ts on tray s on th eir h eads, cov ­ 
ered with colored tarlatan . 
Th e pro­ 
cession is sometimes q uite imposin g. 
Th e bride’s female relativ es are also 
th ere in th e n ew h arem un til n igh tfall, 
an d th ey retire to th eir h omes, leav in g 
th e bride sittin g on a sort of th ron e 
v eiled 
Th e bridegroom is th en ad­ 
mitted, an d lie is to th row h imself at 
th e bride’s feet an d offer h er h is wed­ 
din g presen t of some h an dsome jewelry , 
an d beg h er to raise h er v eil an d strike 
h im blin d by h er beauty . » Sometimes 
h e is struck dumb by h er uglin ess, for 
lie n ev er looks on h er face un til after 
th e weddin g. 
Wh en a babe is born in an y h ouse 
th ere is great rejoicin g if it be a boy , 
less if a girl. 
Th e wife is proud for 
awh ile, but Turkish w'omen are n ot 
good moth ers.

» Sultan th ey fire sev en gun s; wh en a 
boy , twen ty -on e. 
Th e boy s die early ; 
th e girls are more apt to liv e. 
Th is is 
supposed to be a div in e in terposition of 
Prov iden ce to prev en t too man y claim­ 
an ts to th e th ron e. 
Babies are dressed 
ike mummies in swaddlin g cloth es for 
six mon th s; th en th e boy s are put in 
trousers, sometimes in gen erals’ or 
colon els’ un iforms, regularly made. 
Wh en th e Sultan takes a wife n o 
ceremon y is con sidered n ecessary more 
th an to presen t h is bride. 
Th e n ew' 
» Sultan in h erits all th e widows an d 
slav es of h is predecessor, an d ev ery 
y ear of h is reign , at th e feast of th e 
Ramazan , h e receiv es a n ew on e from 
h is moth er an d takes an y oth er girl or 
woman to h is h arem, wh o h appen s to 
strike h is fan cy .

ran k of » Sultan a. 
»Six mon th s before

structed, an d wh at was it made of? I 
am n ot able to an swer th e first q uestion 
v ery defin itely , but I th in k I kn ow 
wh at th e first bridge was made of. 
It 
w’as n ot of wood, n or of ston e, n or of 
brick, n or of iron , n or of rope. It w as 
made en tirely of mon key s—liv e mon ­ 
key s. A troupe of th ese'an imals in a 
South American forest came on e uay to 
a stream wh ich was too wide for th em 
to leap across. 
Th ey climbed a h igh 
tree, wh ere th e first mon key selected a 
suitable 
bran ch , 
woun d h is lon g, 
powerful tail about it, an d let h imself 
h an g h ead down ward. 
Th e secon d 
mon key , run n in g down th e body of th e 
first, woun d h is tail about its n eck an ti 
sh oulders, an d let h imself h an g down ­ 
ward. 
A th ird an d a fourth added 
th emselv es in succession , an d oth ers 
after th em, till th e ch ain reach ed th e 
groun d. 
Th en th e lowest mon key , by 
strikin g h is h an ds on th e earth , set th e 
liv in g pen dulum in motion , an d in ­ 
creased th is motion by strikin g again 
at each oscillation , till it swun g so far 
across th e stream th at h e was able to 
seize a bran ch of a tree on th e oth er 
side. 
Th e lin e of mon key s con stituted 
a bridge, by wh ich th e remain der of 
th e troupe q uickly crossed ov er. Th en 
th e mon key wh ich (n ot 
wh o , as most 
people write it,) h ad been th e first 
v olun teer in th is en gin eer corps un ­ 
woun d h is tail from th e bran ch an d let 
go. 
Wh at h ad before been th e top of 
th e pen dulum was n ow th e bottom; it 
swun g across th e stream, an d dissolv ed 
in to its origin al elemen ts, an d th e wh ole 
troop wen t ch atterin g on th eir way . 
Th is took place before th e appearan ce 
of a man upon th e earth , an d th e lon g­ 
tailed mon key s h av e been buildin g 
such bridges ev er sin ce. 
Between th at primitiv e bridge of 
mon key s an d th e last an d greatest of 
all bridges ev er un dertaken —th e sus­ 
pen sion bridge ov er East Riv er, con ­ 
n ectin g New Y'ork an d Brookly n — 
th ere is apparen tly a wide discrepan cy ; 
y et th e two are con structed on th e 
same prin ciple. 
Th e first bridge recorded in h istory 
was built ov er th e Euph rates, at Baby ­ 
lon , in th e reign of Queen Nitoeris. 
Th e course of th e riv er was turn ed, an d 
its bed laid dry , till th e foun dation s 
were built. 
Th e arch es were of im­ 
men se h ewn ston es, clamped togeth er 
with iron , an d th e wh ole bridge was 
roofed ov er. 
It was th irty -fiv e feet 
wide, an d ov er six h un dred feet lon g. 
No remn an t of th is great bridge lias 
been discov ered in modern times. - 
Wid e-Awa ke. 


» Sn owsh oe Th ompson ’s Great Leap. 
If n ot th e swiftest, it is un iv ersally 
con ceded th at ev en up to th e time of 
h is death , Th ompson was th e most ex ­ 
pert sn owsh oe run n er in th e Sierra 
Nev a« la Moun tain s. 
At Silv er Moun ­ 
tain , Alpin e Co., Cal., in 1870, wh en h e 
was 43 y ears of age, h e ran a distan ce 
of 1,000 feet in twen ty -on o secon ds. 
Th ere are man y sn owsh oers in th at 
place, but th e darin g Th ompson passed 
th em all. Near th e town was a big 
moun tain , wh ere th e people of th e place 
were won t to assemble on clear day s to 
th e n umber of two or th ree h un dred. 
Th e ordin ary sn owsh oers would go 
part way tip th e moun tain to wh ere 
th ere was a ben ch an d th en glide down 
a beaten path . 
Th is was too tame for 
Th ompson . 
He would make a circuit 
of ov er a mile an d th en come out on th e 
top of th e moun tain . 
Wh en h e ap­ 
peared on th e top h e would giv e on e of 
h is wild, h igh Sierra wh oops, poise h is 
balan ce pole an d dart down th e face of 
th e moun tain at ligh tn in g speed, leap­ 
in g all th e terraces from top to bottom, 
an d glidin g far out on th e lev el b« *fore 
h altin g. 
Sn owsh oe Th ompson seldom 
performed an y feat for th e mere n ame 
an d fame of doin g a difficult an d darin g 
th in g. 
Yet W. P. Merrill, postmaster 
at Wood fords, Alpin e Coun ty , writes 
to me as follows in spealiin g of some of 
Th ompson ’s ach iev emen ts: “He at on e 
time wen t back to Gen oa, on a moun ­ 
tain , on h is an owsh oes, an d made a 
jump of 180 feet with out a break.” 
Th is seems almost in credible, but Mr. 
Merrill is a reliable man , an d for man y 
y ears Th ompson was h is n ear n eigh bor, 
an d a regular customer at h is store. 
Th ompson doubtless made th is fearful 
leap at a place wh ere h e would lan d in 
a great drift of sn ow. 
I spoke of th is 
feat to Mr. C. P. Gregory , formerly 
Th ompson ’s n eigh bor in th e moun tain s, 
but at presen t a residen t of Virgin ia 
City , Nev ., an d h e an swered th at, al­ 
th ough h e h ad n ot h eard of th at par­ 
ticular jump, h e did n ot doubt wh at 
Mr. Merrill said. 
“I kn ow,” said Mr. 
Gregory , “th at at Silv er Moun tain h e 
often made clear jumps of fifty an d 
six ty feet.”—Overla n d Mo n th ly.

A live w i t h a B r o k e n N e c k . 
It has generally been supposed by those un­ 
familiar w ith medical nml surgical science 
that a man cannot live 
w ith a broken neck. 
Considerable interest is m anifested in tho case 
of A ndrew H am ilton, who, according to a 
dispatch from Baraboo, W is., had his neck 
broken in E vansville, W is., last Sunday and 
is still alive. 
The dis|>atch concluded with 
the statem ent: "This is supposed 
to bo the 
first case on record of a person living so long 
w ith a broken neck.” 
On account of the cu­ 
riosity and interest felt in w hat appears to be 
an extrao rd in ary case a reporter called on 
Dr. I*. S. Connor, the em inent surgeon, who 
has had great experience in all such fract­ 
ures. 
“ Is this case so w onderful, doctor?" 
“T hat depends upon w here his neck was 
broken. 
If it was above tho point of the 
phrenic nerve death w ould result instan tan e­ 
ously or w ithin a very short tim e. 
This was 
probably a fracture of tho low er vertebra*, 
which causes paralysis, 
'the re are cases on 
record of this character, and arc wot uncom ­ 
mon. 
One m an lived eleven days, another 
fifteen weeks, ano ther four m onths, another 
fifteen m onths, and still another fourteen 
years. A dislocated neck does not necessarily 
produce death, unless 
the spinal cord is 
snapped. 
1 am satisfied tha t in tho ease you 
m ention the fracture was below the second 
cerviele, and tho injured m an is a victim of 
paralysis. 
People live w ith broken backs, 
und w hen the com pression of the spinal cord 
has n ot been severe injured m en have recov­ 
ered from dislocated necks. 
A ll the patients 
I ever had 
whose necks were broken above 
the phrenic nerve havo inv ariably died. 
It 
is impossible for them ta survive.” 
"How about men who are legally- hanged?” 
"In m y opinion very few of them have 
their necks broken. They die of stran g ula­ 
tion. ’’—Cincinnati Enquirer.
